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MARKET  REVIEW 


Deliveries  of  sugar  for  U.  S.  consumption  during  January  1965  totaled 
756,000  tons.  Despite  the  strike  that  closed  ports  from  Jemuary  10  until 
February  13,  refiners'  deliveries  during  January  of  this  year  were 
488,000  tons  as  compared  to  49 1 , 000  during  January  1964.  Refiners' 
deliveries  during  December  had  been  at  a  very  high  level,  610,000  tons, 
and  accounted  for  the  buildup  in  invisible  stocks  of  approximately 
100,000  tons  during  that  month. 

Beet  sugar  deliveries  during  December  had  been  restricted  by  allotment 
balances  to  183,000  tons,  the  balance  of  their  1964  quota.  During 
January  196  5,  beet  sugarTieliveries  totaled  Z38 , 000  tons  and  were  prob- 
ably the  major  source  of  an  additional  increase  of  about  100,000  tons  in 
invisible  stocks  of  users. 

North  Hatteras  refiners  had  very  nearly  exhausted  their  stock  of  refined 
sugar  at  the  time  the  strike  ended  but  with  ample  supplies  of  raw  sugar 
in  port  will  soon  be  able  to  resume  normal  operations. 

Only  a  small  part  of  the  500,000  tons  of  foreign  raw  sugar  authorized 
for  entry  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  arrived  in  time  to  be  un- 
loaded before  the  ports  were  strike-bound.  Most  of  the  foreign  sugar  will 
actually  be  available  to  refiners  from  mid-February  until  the  end  of 
March.  In  addition  to  foreign  and  mainland  raw  sugar,  refiners  will 
have  a  sizable  quantity  of  Puerto  Ricctn  raw  sugar  available  as  soon  as 
shipping  can  be  arranged. 

Of  the  1,200,000  tons  foreign  raw  sugar  made  available  for  the  second 
quarter  of  1965,  about  490,000  tons  were  designated  on  the  set- 
asides  to  arrive  in  April.  Refiners'  receipts  of  foreign  raw  sugar  during 
April  1964  totaled  262,000  tons  and  during  April  1963,  414,000  tons. 

Stocks  of  sugar  held  by  beet  processors  at  the  end  of  January  totaled 
1,851,000  tons,  the  highest  month-end  stocks  of  record.  During  the 
previous  five  years,  beet  sugar  stocks  at  the  end  of  January  averaged 
1,437,000  tons  or  414,  000  tons  less  than  this  year's  month-end  stocks. 
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Approximately  600,000  tons  of  the  1964  crop  production  remained  to  be 
processed  after  January.  Most  of  the  beet  sugar  deliveries  during 
January  were  apparently  to  regular  customers  who  were  replenishing 
stocks.  However,  the  heavy  inventories  of  beet  processors  would  indi- 
cate a  continued  high  rate  of  deliveries. 

During  the  period  that  most  ports  were  strike-bound,  spot  raw  sugar 
quotations  were  6.80  and  6.85  cents  per  pound.  However,  with  the 
strike  ended  at  most  ports  and  with  February  15  as  the  last  day  of 
trading  in  March  futures,  raw  sugar  prices  may  come  under  the  influ- 
ence of  the  May  future  quotations  that  have  been  in  the  more  normal 
6.60  to  6.65  range.  Offers  of  actual  sugars  have  been  restricted  be- 
cause of  the  uncertainties  arising  from  the  strike. 

Since  the  January  Sugar  Reports,  the  only  change  in  wholesale  refined 
sugar  quotations  was  in  the  Northwest  territory  where  the  price  was 
increased  0.15  cents  per  pound  to  9.15  cents.

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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1965  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 


1965  Sugar  Requirements  and  Quota:  February  15,  1965 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  L.  Freeman  today  revised  the  pr  oration 
to  individual  countries  of  the  196  5  sugar  quota  for  foreign  countries  other 
than  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines. 

On  December  16,  1964,  ninety  percent  of  the  quota  was  tentatively  pro- 
rated among  countries  and  ten  percent  withheld  pending  the  availability 
of  final  data  for  imports  during  1964.  Weights  and  tests  on  all  1964  im- 
ports are  now  available  and  there  is  no  further  need  to  withhold  the  ad- 
justment reserve. 

With  minor  exceptions  the  revised  prorations  are  generally  somewhat 
more  then  ten  percent  larger  than  the  tentative  prorations  initially 
issued.  Separate  prorations  have  been  provided  for  South  Africa  and 
Swaziland,  in  recognition  of  the  fact  that  this  year  the  two  countries  do 
not  pool  their  sugar  marketing  arrangements  as  they  did  during  1963  and 
1964.  The  tonnages  assigned  to  the  two  countries' reflect  their  relative 
participation  in  the  marketing  pool. 


Quotas  for  the  domestic  areas  and  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  are 
not  eiffected.

Nature  of  action 

Announced  that  a  public  hearing  regarding  allot- 
ment of  the  1965  sugar  quota  for  the  Mainlsuid  Cane 
Sugar  Area  will  be  held  on  Feb.  19,  beginning  at 
9:30  a.  m .  (CST)  in  the  Jackson  Room  of  the 
Sheraton-Charles  Hotel,  New  Orleans,  La. 

Allotment  of  the  quota  is  necessary  to  provide  each 
processor  of  mainland  sugar  cane  an  equitable  op- 
portunity to  market  sugar  within  the  196  5  quota. 

Preliminary  allotments  of  a  portion  of  the  1965 
quota  are  currently  in  effect  pending  establishment 
of  allotments  for  the  full  calendar  year  1965.

Announced  a  revision  of  the  preliminary  196 5  sugar 
marketing  allotments  for  mainland  cane  sugar  pro- 
cessors which  increases  the  allotments  of  three 
Louisiana  and  seven  Florida  processors.  Allot- 
ments of  other  processors  remain  unchanged  from 
those  established  in  the  initial  order  which  became 
effective  on  Jan.  1.  (press  release  USDA  18-65). 

The  revised  allotments  reflect  consideration  given 
to  changes  in  the  estimated  quantity  of  1964  crop 
sugar  available  for  marketing  in  1965  prior  to  Feb. 
15.  The  revised  allotments  become  effective  on 
Jan.  31,  1965.  (See  February  2^  1965  Federal 
Register) 

Amends  Sugar  Determination  849.2,  Rev.  2  with 
respect  to  dates  of  reporting  prevented  acreage  for 
1965  and  subsequent  crops  of  sugarbeets.  (See

1.  January  1965  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption 
756,000  short  tons  ,  raw  value  (preliminary)  down  about  104,000  tons 
from  December  1964  but  up  115,000  tons  from  January  1964.  January- 
December  1964  deliveries  9,671,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  down 
318,000  tons  from  January-December  1963.  Final  data  for  December 
1964  deliveries  860,000  short  tons,  raw  value  -  previously  published  as 
841,000  tons. 


2.  Primary  distributors '  stocks  January  30,  1965  were  2,806,120  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  227 ,  000  tons  from  a  year  ago,  and 
up  113,000  tons  from  December  31,  1964.  During  January  refiners' 
stocks  decreased  51,000  tons,  and  importers  of  direct  consumption 
sugar  stocks  by  14,000  tons,  while  beet  processors'  stocks  increased 
155,000  tons  and  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  by  24,000  tons.

From  1948  through  1953,  Sugar  Reports  were  published  intermittently 
three  or  four  times  annually.  Since  February  1954,  such  reports  have 
been  issued  monthly. 

This  index  omits  regularly  recurring  items,  but  covers  specicd  articles 
eind  analyses.  These  special  articles  and  analyses  relate  to  suchmatters 
as  background,  review,  and  interpretations  of  various  aspects  of  the 
Sugar  Act  cind  of  national  and  international  sugar  developments.
